| LONDON, Mar. 1. 


LORD PLYMOUTH, replying for . the 


i Government, said that the difficulty'in approach-

Although he agreed with much that Lord Strabolgi 
had said, he doubted whether Lord Strabolgi had given 
serious thought regarding the actual practicability of 
some of his suggestions. ; 
IMPORTANCE TO FRANCE 


After recounting the {nets relating 
to the occupation of Hainan Island, 
nnd quoting Mr. Asitu's statement 
that its duration would not: excecd 
the period required by military 
necds, Lord Plymouth: said that al- 
though he was fully aware of the 
strategic or tactical considcration in- 
volved in these matters, it could not 
be said that there was any really 
tmportant British interests on the 
island. . 

The position of the French Gov- 
ernment was undoubtedly different, 
Tho treaty position of. the French 
Government was based on the Chin- 
ese nssurance of 1897 regarding non- 
alfenation, and sccondly on the 
Franco-Japunese agreement of 1907, 
We had no similar agreement with 
Japan, and the only treaty bearing 
on the situation was the Washington 
Nine-Powor Treaty. 


A VAGUE PHRASE * 

Lord ‘Plymouth said that’ Lord 
Strabolgi had contended that action 
on the part of the Japanese could 
not have been taken with a view 10 
threatening the position of the 
Chinese Government, but rather that 
it must have been taken with the 
intention, of! threatening, 
anxicty to the French Government 
and ourselves.

He sald that the Pearl River was of 
supreme importance to the trade of 
Hongkong. The opening of this river 
to British trade was provided for in 
the Anglo-Chinese treaty of 1642, It 
was first closed to navigation by the 
Chinese authorities on October 13, 
and a protest was then made by the 
British Consul-Gencral jn Canton. 


PEARL RIVER CLOSURE 


Since the occupaton of Canton by 
Japan, the Japanese hind maintained 
the closure of the river, and the 
British Government had been actively 
engaged in endeavouring to secure 
its re-opening. He was sorry to say 
that these efforts hand not so far been 
effective. The possibility of taking 
further steps towards this objective 
was at present under consideration. 


Lord Plymouth added that, in any 
event, the British Government pro- 
posed to continue, as at present,-to

The speaker began his talk by 
asking: “Does the existance of 
primitive instincts in man’s nature 
provide an Inevitable obstacle to the 
realsation of the pacifist’s aims?” 
If it were truc, he said, that man 
was determined by certain non- 
rational instincts which he had in- 
herited from bls animal ancestors— 
instincts which could nelther be 


modified nor acquired in the lifetime! John 
of an Sndividuot and of which reason! Vincito 


was the servant and-not the master— 
then, if the natural object of ony of 
these Instincts was violence and 
aggression, it looked as if war was 
nt times inevitabl, 


Thus McDougall, among twelve 
other well defined Instincts found 
both in anfmal and man, included 
what he’ called the “combative 
instinct,” which was brought into 
operation by the thwarting of any of 
the other jnstincts—the. parental, 
food-seeking, gregarious, self- asser- 
tive, acquisitive, ete, Its object was 
then to come in to play until the 
obstruction to the expression of the 
thwarted instinct was removed. Its | 
mode of achieving this was, however, 
non-rational and violent. 


Sublimation of Instinct 


“It may be thought,” continucd the 
speaker, “that the psychologist will 
find a solution for the problem he 
has raised by suggesting that we 
sublimate the offendiny Instinct. Let 
us try to turn this fierce and violent 
impulse into other channels, if 
possible useful; if not, as harmless 
as may be. Let us advocate blood 
sports, where suns can be fired at 


{living creatures and blood shed with 


the -least threat to the life and 
happiness of the world in general. 
Let us keep autocratic ministers of 
war well supplied with new hunting 
sults and plenty of stag forests and 
they won't want to plunge Europe 
into war, Or perhaps the Instinct 
may, be. satisfled vicariously by 
watching scenes. of*~ violenze and 
bloodshed—boxing, all-in. wrestling, 
bullfights. For others ao satisfactory 
sublimation might be achieved by 
obsorption in films dealing with war, 
murder and gangsters, or even the 
humble thriller may gerve its pur- 
pose in drawing away the fiery 
humours of our animal nature, 


“Yet we ennnot help fecling some 
misgivings, about this simple solu- 
tlon. Instincts are directed towards 
specific objects; how far, will they 
submit to being hoodwinked and put 
with -emasculated substitutes? ; 
Is the {mage on ou silver sereen 
cellulo{d film star on adcquate alter- 
native for an individual woman vf 
flesh ond blood to the unsatisfied 
mating or sexual instinct? Or ts 
slashing the top off weeds in the 
tuirden, and driving nails into wood 
as satisfying to the combative in- 
stinct as cutting off the heads of 
men, or driving bayonets into their 
bodies? Some might be Inclined to 
think that these alleged sublimations 
only serve to stimulate and irritate 
rather than satisfy the questing !n- 
sinct which fs hedged around with 
the Ineffective barriers imposed b: 
civilisation.” . 


the violence of the combative Instinct 
with the powerful group feeling and 
impulses which swept through the 
herd when they felt that their safety 
was menaced and against which the 
individual could rarely make a stand, 
Jt seemed difficult and impossible, he 
sald, to see how such an impulse 
could be diverted or sublimated to 
peaceful ends, when its nature was 
bound up with rivalry ond violence.

Colonies Problem 


. Trusteeship 
Advocated 


- -———+ London, Mar. 1. 

How the British Government might 
take the Initintive in carrying out 
what he describes as a “sensible plan 
of colonial redistribution,” is set 
forth by Mr, Charles Roden Buxton, 
well-known politician and expert on 
colonial matters, in a letter to The 
Times pubilshed to-day. 

He reproaches the British Govern- 
ment with having by Its varlous de- 
clarations on the colonial {ssue lent 
support to the campaign ef “ng 
surrender”. now spreading throughe 
out the country. A pollcy of this 
sort, he ‘declares, is not only unwise 
In itself but far from belng com- 
patible with the interests of the 
African continent, 

The colonial settlement suggested 
by Mr, Buxton would take the form 
of the establishment on the existing 
basis of the Colonial Act of 1885 of 
a joint European trusteeship - in 
Atrica, Negotiations to this end 
should be carried on’ between the 
Powers which were signatory to that 
Act. A British initlative along these 
lines need by no means assume the 
form of concessions*to Germany. 

The arguments put forward by 
Mr. Buxton are expressly addressed 
to the founders of the new Colonlal 
League, notably Lord Lugard, Sir 
Donald Cameron and Lord Halley, 
who are the chief protagonists of the 
“no surrender” idea.—Trans-Occan.

When preparing a chicken for 
roasting, brush tt over with olive oil, 
This makes it: very tender, and the 
flavour ts greatly improved.

To prevent the jam in jam tarts 
becoming hard and dry through the 
heat of the oven, add boiling water 
to the Jam, (A dessertspoontul to a 
teacup of Jam ts a good proportion.)

Let 
us try to turn this flerce and violent 
impulse into other channels, if 
possible useful; if not, as harmless 
as may be, Let us advocate blood

Let us keep autocratle ministers off 
war Well-supplied with new hunting 
sults and plenty of stag forests and 
they won't want to plunge Europe 
into war, Or perhaps the Instinct 
may be satisfied vicariously by 
watching scenes of violence und 
blondshed—boxiny, all-in wrestling, 
bulifghts. For othets a satisfactory
